Eighth Army troops have broken 
thc Nazis' vaunted Gothic line in 
Italy along ^ 20-mile front, open 
ing thc gates to the Po valley, al- 
lied headquarters announced to 
day and a spokesman declared it 
was only a matter of time before 
complete 'destruction of all Ger- 
man forces in Italy will be accom- 
plished. 


The Gothic line operation is the 


next to the last phase in thc Ital- 
ian campaign. 
Thc fortifications 


there represent thc next to the 
last prepared German position of 
depth and importance in' Italy. 


While the British troops broke 


through 
the 
bristling defenses' 


near the Adtiatic to-a depth of 
four miles, the American Fifth 
Army crossed the Arno liver from 
Florence west to thc sea. 


Heavy fighting raged along the 


front as the Germans threw in re- 
inforcc'ments. 
, 


Part of the spectacular Ameri- 


can advance was accomplished by 
Negro -troops of the-92nd Infan- 
try division who smashed' across 
the Arno in the face of heavy re- 
sistance'and struck southeast to 
the slopes' of thc dominating Pi- 
sano hill mass behind Pisa which 
has affotdcd the enemy excellent 
observation over thc entire west 
coast sector.

frightful as they are. remain a 
sideshow.

Goebbels ballyhoo might be, the 
world and even the German peo- 
ple would be looking the'other way.

He has' lied even' when he 
didn't need to. as when the Ger- 
mans were winning in the early 
days of the eastern war.

bardment in the history of war."

of this is 7,000 tons of bombs. 1C 
Goebbels has forgotten how much 
more than that the Allies dropped 
on Berlin and other German cit- 
ies in ' repeated 1,000-planc raids, 
the world—including the residents 
of those cities—has not. 


It must'not be concluded, how- 


ever, that the robot attacks are 
really falling ihoit 01" nazi expec- 
tations, simply because nazi prop 
aganda makes outlandish claims 
for them. 
The conclusion might 


be logical' with normal people, but 
the Goebbels circle is not normal. 
For Goebbels it is not enough that 
these sneak attacks arc a new 
and potent horror.
